£99,686, or over 7°6 per cent., as compared with June of last year. 
During the year 1915-16 the expenditure was £18,757,591, being 
£991,125, or 56 per cent. more than in 1914-15.

Mineral Production.—The value of the minerals—silver, zine concentrates, 
copper, tin, an! coal - ex; orted trom New South Wales during the first 
half-year of 1916 was £4,130,899, an increase of £510,531 as com- 
paved with the corresponding period of 1915, due principally to enhane-d 
prices. The output from the silver-lead mies exhibits an inmease of 
£220,752, and although copper declined in output the value of -xports 
increased by £206,466. Zine coi centrat+s and tin exported also show 
comparative increases of £90,805 and £152,295 in value respectively. 
T: e coal exports during the six months show a comparative decrease of 
329,003 tons and £139,787 in value. 


The gold yield during June was 4,931 oz. crude, equal to 4,300 oz. 
fine, valued at £18,264, and showed a decrease of 1,750 oz. tine, and 
£7,435 in value, compared with June of last year, The value ot gold 
produced during the six months was £205,883 and showed a decrease 
of 21,253 oz. fine, and £90,279 in value, in the figures for the 
corresponding period of last year. 
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Banks—The principal features disclosed in the banking averages for the 
quarter ended 30th June, are the remarkable increase in deposits, 
both current accounts and those bearing interest (the former being the 
greater by over 7 millions sterling), and the large increase in the 
amount of advances made. Compared with the corresponding period of 
last year, there was an increase of £10,424,561 in current accounts, and 
in the total deposits of £11,828,361. Reserves of coin and bullion 
decreased by £3,123,703 since June, 1915, and by £128,892 during the 
quarter. Advances increased during the year by £7,722,168, and 
during the quarter by 3,935,997. The proportion of cash, bullion, and 
notes to total liabilities now stands at 29-9 per cent., and indicates a 
sound position in view of the prevailing conditions. Included in the 
amount of cash held is an amount of £13,073,103 Australian Notes, as 
against £7,273,320 at the end of June, 1915. 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 57) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in June, 1916, prices were 31:3 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914, 11:8 per cent. higher than in June, 1915, and 0:3 
per cent. higher than in May, 1916. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
June, 1916, 67°6 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 19-1 per 
cent. higher than in June, 1915, and 0°8 per cent. higher than in 
May, 1916. Milk, butter, tea, and starch increased in price, while 
decreases occurred in the prices of bacon, ham, oatmeal, currants, eggs, 
flour, and potatoes. 

As regards meat, sirloin of beef, legs and shoulders of mutton, leg- 
chops, and corned round advanced in price, pork remained stationary at 
proclaimed prices, and other cuts, except ribs of beef and rump steak, 
showed a small decrease.

Land Selections.—During June, 111 applications were made for 56,285 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 555,091 acres, representing 
458 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which includes, for 
the first time, areas set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning 
of the year the number of applications has been 610, and the area 
applied for 290,750 acres. The original area gazetted for residential 


settlement since the lst January is 1,046,657 acres, representing 1,230 


blocks. 
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Meteorology.—Almost the whole of the State was favoured during June 
with most beneficial rains, and not for many months past have such 
excellent results been reported, nor have the falls at so many stations 
exceeded the average. Tbe best falls occurred west of the watershed 
and the whole of the inland territory, with the exception of a small area 
around Broken Hill participated in an unusually good rainfall during 
this period. In the central tableland division some exceedingly heavy 
totals were registered notably at Orange, Hill End and Carcoar ; where 
all previous June records were surpassed. On the area east of the 
mountains the rain was light and unimportant, especia!ly in the coastal 
and metropolitan districts, where the amounts received were mostly 
deficient. The total recorded at Sydney since the beginning of the year 
reveals a shortage of over 11 inches. 


Vital Statisties—Sydney and Suburbs—June, 1916.—The births registered 
numbered 1,711, equal to 26-88 per 1,000 of population ; of the total, 
892 were males and 819 females. The rate is 2 per cent. below the 
average of the previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 754, namely, 394 males and 360 females, equal 
to a rate of 11:88 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is 7-5 per 
cent. above the average of the previous five years. The deaths were 
above the average in all age-groups except 5 to 64 years. 

The infantile mortality was 80 per 1,000 births, being 29 per cent, 
above the average for June of the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropclitan area, during 
June, 410 new buildings; the total for the six months, Jamuary to 
June, being 2,773.

Owing to the unfavorable seasons during recent years, with the consequent 
decreases in a!l classes of sheep, the number of ewes in the State at the end of each year 
has decreased steadily since 1911, so that the number at the end of 1915 was 
nearly 43 millions less than those depastured five years ago. Despite this fact, the 
proportion of ewes mated for the autumn and winter lambings during the present season 
was higher than in any of the years under review, and represented 62 per cent. of the 
ewes in the State at the end of last year. A much larger number of ewes than in 
previous years will be utilised for a spring and summer lambing. It is expected that 
no less than 4,580,000 ewes will be used for this purpose, as a number of owners, 
anxious to increase their flocks as quickly as possible, have decided to mate their ewes 
for a double lambing. The mating season was unfavorable owing to the dry conditions, 
and the total number of lambs dropped was below normal, notwithstanding an unusual 
number of twin births, which was a feature of the lambing. It happens, therefore, that 
sheep breeders are availing themselves to the fullest extent of the present high prices 
ruling for sheep and wool, and are desirous of replenishing their flocks, depleted by losses 
through drought and other causes. Following the disastrous season of 1915, it is to be 
regretted that sheep owners have not had a more favorable lambing this year. 
Unfortunately drought conditions prevailed over a wide area of the State until early in 
June, when good general rains accompanied by mild weather were received. — Pasturage 
was scarce and dry and altogether unsuited to lambing ewes. In addition, surface 
water was not available in many instances, and ewes and lambs had perforce to travel 
long distances to water at wells, and many losses of lambs and ewes resulted, 
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NEW SOUTH WALES. 


Of 10,642,000 ewes put to the rams, 5,306,000 were timed to lamb in the autumn, 
the number of lambs dropped being 3,689,000, of which 2,834,000 will probably be 
marked. The autumn lambing in many of the districts was not so successful as the 
winter lambing, as many autumn lambs perished before the June rains, whilst the 
winter lambs had the benefit of green herbage which grew rapidly as a result of the 
rainfall and warm days. 


The preliminary estimates of the autumn and winter lambings for 
years are shown in comparative torm in the subjoined table :—
